For some mouths past npgociatii)ns have 
l>e«n peti<ilng between the Provincial Govern- 
ment ntid Mr M'Cortnick. In regard to the erec- 
tion of a bridge across the Knwarau at Nevis 
Ferry. Wo are glad to be aldo to state that the 
Government have agreed to accept Mr M'Gor- 
mick's offer to erect a bridge, on the understand- 
ing that no other person shall have the right to 
build one in the -same locality ; also, that the 
rates of toll to bo charged ihall not exceed 100 
per cent, above the ordinary tolls, and that foot 
passengers shall be allowed to cross free. The 
contract and conditions, together with the plans 
of the bridge, (which is to be constrncteil on the 
girder principle), are now being prepared, and 
will be sent up for the contractor’s signature in 
abont ten days. Mr M'Cornjick expects to have 
the bridge completed within twelve months. — It 
may be mentioned that Mr M'Gormick has 
ceased connection with the Kawaran (Bannock- 
burn) Bridge Company, having disposed of his 
interest to the remaining partners, Messrs Grant 
and Richards, 

The Plashetta Coalpit, (situate on the 
east bank of the Kawarau, about three miles 
from Cromwell), was submitted to auction by 
Messrs Eames and Stanbrook on Thursday last, 
and was bought in by Mr Dagg — one of the for- 
mer ownera -at a nominal figure. The Kawaran

Bal- 
clotha has returned Mr John M‘Neil without 
opposition for the fourth time. At Queenstown, 
Mr M;ilaghan polled 153 votes to 94 polled by 
his Opponent, Mr Bridge. 

The Geneval Assembly waa opened on 
TuesfUy last, July 15, by his Excellency Sir 
James Fergusson. In his epeech, in reference 
to the murder of Sullivan, he said the Govern- 
ment had decided to leave the criminals to the 
Operation of the ordinary law. Measures will 
he laid before the Assembly to initiate the re- 
construction of the constitution of the Legisla- 
tive Council ; to amend the laws relating to the 
Gold-fibkis; to provide for education; to cou- 
aoliclate the laws relating to prisons ; to amend 
and consolidate the electoral laws ; to establish 
i silver and copper mint ; to amend the inaol- 
rency laws, and abolish imprisonment for debt ;

■ Fj:om a paper read before the Welling- 
ton Philosophical lastitate by C. D. Whitcombe, 
Esq., on the subject of reclaiming land dovaata- 
tatod by the encroachment of sand, we take the 
following extract “ I may add that the poplar 
is found very valuable, both for sowing, plant- 
ing,- and multiplying by cuttings. In some 
places, where the, sand was very deep and dry, 
Mr Adam [a gentleman engaged in reclaiming 
sandy land on a large scale] found that instead 
of sowing it was preferable to take large cuttings 
of poplar, set them one yard deep in the sand 
and two yards apart every way j these almost 
invariably struck, even on the highest sandhills, 
and in the most exposed situations where nothing 
else would grow.” 

A fatal accident occurred on the Port 
Chalmers railway line on Wednesday evening 
last. A msn named Angus M’Pherson, a 
labourer, having a wife and child, who lived 
close to the line, and about 100 yards from the 
spot where he was killed, was found horribly 
mutilated lying on the rai'a after a train h.ad 
passed. The circumstances were to be elicited 
at an inquest on the following day. 

The proposed alteration in the constitu- 
tion of the Legislative Council, referred to in the 
Governor's Speech, will probably be to make the 
Council elective, under a modification of the 
Australian plans ; each member of the Council 
to represent a district incluiting a group of dis- 
tricts returning memhers to the Honse of Repre- 
sentatives.

The North Otago Times opposes the pro- 
posal of the Government to continue the ” block 
sales,” and asks w-ho u to determine what “ land 
cannot i)e used for ctlicr thau pastoral pur- 
poses!” It says the Marewhenua block was 
sold as “ pastoral land,” and unless the Council 
at once deteriiiincdly set its face against such 
sales as the new Executive contemplates, half 
the waste land of the I’lovinoe may before the 
end of the year have been purchase)! by the 
pastoral tenants of the Crown, aii.l the Maro- 
wbenua blunder rcpeatel in evesy district iuthe 
Province. This is a questim of gre.at public im - 
port, and it is to be hoped tliat the Gouncil will 
definitely and positively ondemn the policy of 
allowing the Government thi power to sell land 
otherwise than by puldic coiipetition. 

The following simple rules, if attended 
to, will prove serviceable to persons who may 
have oecasicn to cross dangirous streams or 
rivers on horseback. We clq) the paragraph 
from a West Coast paper, the I mngahua Herald: 
— The rider should take up his stirrups as short 
as possible, and cross them on the top of the 
saddle, mikiiig them fast so as to prevent the 
horse from entangling himself in ssags, and leave 
the horse’s month and head as free from Ihe rise 
of the bridle as possible ; any atteijpts to guide 
him with it should be with the sli,<btest touch.- 
When the horse is swimming the rider should 
lean over the horse’s wither as well as he can, 
throwing the weight forward and lolding the 
mane. So as to prevent the r-jsh of vater from 
carrying him backwanls, shonbl the herse ,appe.ar 
distressed and the riiter cannot awi)i., he may 
with safety hold the mane and let hinself into 
the water (holding on by the mane), on rhe other 
side of the horse from which the wa'ei is coming, 
but on no account tie anything round thehorse’s 
neck. This will relieve the horse of the rider’s 
weight, anil he will seldom fail to make laid. 

A case similar to the following one oc- 
curred at the Hutt, Wellington, recently. The 
Melbourne Argus of June 2lst states r— “We 
direct the attention of the .diiti-Sabbatafau 
League to a case recently brought before tie 
magistrates at Kiama. A man was chargel 
under the tet 29, Charles IL, with driving . 
team of bullocks through the town about twf. 
o’clock on Sunday morning. The brazen-faced 
ruffian pleaded guilty to this diabolical crime, 
and the Bench, having no )liscretion in the 
matter, fined the hardened villain the lowest 
amount allowed hy law, viz , £4. Could absur- 
dity or injustice go further ?”

The 
Chinese are saiil to be steady, incthorlioal work- 
men, and if these in rpiostion are like the rest of 
their couutryiiiEn in that respect, 1 am more 
than ever convinced that the Ghincse are fairly 
entitled to the pv.ais r so lavishly bestowed upon 
them. That the Chinese particularised display 
steaiiine-ss in an eminent degree any discerning 
P'lsser-by can see, although perhaps a pkin, 
blunt mail would call it by some otlier name. 
Nor can it be deemed that they are methodical. 
The method they have adoptccl, though, in this 
case is not one peculiarly their own. It has 
been in vogue both in Viotoi ia and in this Colony 
for many years. It cmisista in a discreet use of 
pick ami shovel, so as to preclude the possibility 
Ilf aiiv moisture exuding through the pores of 
the skin. To acquire it is not riiflicult. It is 
as easy to learn as to follow, and the fatigue and 
exhaustion that gener.ally attend labour, are by 
this method in a great measure obviated. 
Whether they are punctual I know not, for I 
am unaware of the working hours of roadmen 
(that is, Chinese), hut I have heard that they 
are always on the some of tlicir labour hofme 
ten o’clock, so perhaps that is the appointed 
htjur fur coming to work. And, no doubt on 
account of their having some distance to travel 
to their place of abo'le, some clemency is showia 
these membei's of a persecuted and much- 
maligned class, since they may he seen tiiiliu'' 
homeward between four ami live in the aftei'- 
noon. To say that tliey have a diuuer-hour 
would not be saying too much. Perhaps tlicy 
have been granted ail extension of time for pro. 
curing their miomlay meal ; at all events, tliey 
take it. Wh it extent of road thev have to cut, 
I am iu iguonuce nf, but from their manner of 
working one would think that they expect to 
obtain peninnent emp oyment, for tliey are do- 
ing all they can to make the job a lasting one. 
rhinking to take a rise out of thetu as 1 passcil 
the other day, ( said to rine nf these Mnngnliaia 
roadmen, “ You too nmehee gammon— too little 
work.” He spoke nut, hut gently closed cue 
eye (it was too slow a moveiucut to lie eallc l 
winking), whilst a significant smile as gradually 
overspread his olive-coloured features. He evi- 
dently “ savvei-d.” Cogitating as I strollcl nn- 
ward, and having in my mind’s eye that of the 
pantomimic Chinaman, the idea struck me that 
if hereafter f ever wished to make use of tlie old 
saying, “Catch a weasel asleep,” I would sub- 
stitute tlie word Chinaman for weasel. 

But the Government olw.iys were kiniUy rlis- 
posed towards the Celestials, and it may he that 
now, cousilleriiig the can ii try never was so pros- 
peroiis, they feel more than ever inclined to he 
imlulgciit to them. Be that ;is it may, the pnh- 
lie arc nut always satisfied when it is the im- 
pression of the “powers that be” that they ought 
to he, .and in many cases they would s.ay, “Be 
just before you are goiioroiis,’'— I am, itc.,

FREE aCUOOLING. 

Mr G. F. 0. Browne moved a set of two 
resolutions to the effect that the Government 
bring in an Ordinance next session to pro- 
vide that, upon any School Committee being 
satisfied of the inability of any parent or 
guardian of children to pay for schooling, 
such Committee be empowered to order free 
admittance for such children ; the fees to be 
paid out of moneys voted by the Provincial 
Council. After addres.sing the Council as to 
the objects of the motion, the hon. .member 
^stated, as a recommendation to its favourable 
'Consideration by the Council, that there were 
•6'18i children in the Province, between the 
'ages of 5 and 15, who received no education. 

Mr Turnbull addressed the Council to 
«how that unless care were taken the motion 
might lead to an abuse of the Government 
•system, and stated that in all cases of actual 
•destitution there was no difficulty in getting 
■children admitted to tho schools free. He 
regretted that, at present, he felt bound to 
■oppose the motion. 

After a little further discussion the debate

RCIENTIFIC REPORT UPON OOLD-FIBLDS. 

Mr De Lautour moved That in the 
opinion of this Council, it is desirable that a 
respectful address be presented to his Honor 
the Superitendent, rcqno-sting him to take 
such steps as he may think necessary to ob- 
tain the services of such competent scientific 
■direction in his opinion sufficient to examine 
and report upon the probable lines of deep 
leads and quartz reefs throughout the Pro- 
vincial Goki-fiekls. ” In speaking to the mo- 
tion, the hon. member said that this was one 
of the most important motions which had 
been considered by the Council. Ho had 
observed that in the earlier portion of tho 
day the seven members representing Dun- 
edin were all present when the toll-har ques- 
tion Avas under consideratitm, but he did not 
see one of those members now present. He 
Avas very glad to see the motion of the hon. 
member for North Harbour unanimously ■ 
adoiited, because Avhat applied to coal mines 
applied vfith double force to gold mines, be- 
cause gold mining was a practical industry in 
the Province, while coal mining at present 
Avas only theoretical. The Avaste of labour 
by a gold minor tlirongh ignorance was a 
w.iste absolutely Avithout equivalent. Fur- 
ther, it Avas a great harm to the country, be- 
cause an abandoned work was a s landing move- 
ment to drive away legitimate enterprise on 
the gold-fields. The experience of Victoria 
Avas that it paid to kee]) up a staff of mining 
surveyors and other thoroughly competent 
men, Avho did nothing else but issue quarterly 
reports embodying the niinutostdetailof eA'ory 
trails, action on the gnkl-fiekls. He would 
point out that the miners Avcve asking very 
little. They had been contributing .an annual 
revenue for the last ton voars of over £40,000, 
wliile the administration only cost about 
£10,000 a year. 

Mr Clarke seconded the motion, which Avas 
Riippni ted by CA'ei-y iiieinher who spoke, and 
then uuaniiuonsly carried on tho voices. 

IU.SPO.SAL OP THE AVASTE LANDS. 

Mr stout moved: — “1st. That a Com- 
inittce, ennsif.tlng of the Him. Dr Honzies, 
Hon. Jlajor Uicbardsmi, MrG.

financial STATEJIENT. 

Mr Turnbull then moved that the House 
go into Committee of Supply, and proceeded 
to make his financial statement. [We reprint 
portion of it.] . . . . “ Tlio past year 

has been characterised by prosperity in all 
branches of industry — mining, agricultural, 

I pastoral, commercial, and manulacluring in- 
I terests have been all thriving, and there has 
been abundant employment throughout the 
length and breadth of the land for all in want 
of it. Aa a matter of consequence, almost, 
the public finances have been in a healthy 
state, the revenue has been largely in excess 
of estimates, and the consequence has been 
that ever since Ave went into office, the finances 
have been in a flourishing condition. Of 
course the Government docs not take any 
credit for this. Neither the preceding nor 
the present Government intend to do so. It 
is simply the result of the causes I liaA'e men- 
tioned. Cheap money and the high prices 
for produce have enabled the settlers to pur- 
chase land, and in many other indirect Avays 
the revenues of the country have been sAvellcd. 

; . . . . . It will be seen that we com- 

' menced the year with an account to our debit 
of L. 44, 668 10s. Tlie revenue was estimated 
at L.267,800. That estimate was exceeded 
by L. 73, 764 5s. 4d., the actual receipts being 
L..341,554 5s. 4d. The increase has been 
I chiefly from land revenue, tho receipts over 
i what was estim.ated being about L. 83,000. 
The expenditure, it will be seen, has amounted 
to L 269,300 13s. lOd. Our position .at the 
end of the year is simply this ; We have a 
net current loan liability of L. 1,226,830 12s., 
and Avc have a balance free to commence the 
year with of L.13,149 7s. 2d. That is the 
prisitioTi in Avhich we stood an the end of the 
financial year on the 31st March last. In 
reference to tho proposals for the coming 
year, I would simply say that we have brought 
down, as far as the revenue is concerned, 
what Ave conceive to bo a verv safe, although 
it is a very large, estimate. We estimate the 
revenue for ordinary purposes at L. 417, 000, 
and in addition to this Ave propose to appro- 
priate L. 20, 000 out of the loan which we shall 
ask the Council to s.anction on the security of 
the Education Reserves, for the purpose of 
reneAving school buildings. We have in atl- 
dition to this sum the unexpended balance of 
the North Otago Loan, L. Co, 743 11s. Id., 
making a grand total of L,.602,743 11s, Id. for 

the cniTOnt year The sale of 

1 Crown lands we have put down at tlie very 
large sum of L. 200, 000. That is a very large 
amount, but when I tell hon. members that 
up to the 30th June last, the first three 
months of the year, we had actually received 
L107,000, and Avhen I further state that very 
large sums have been paid in Southland dur- 
ing the last few days, making up the sum 
already received to L. 140,000, 1 do not think 
they Avill look upon our estimates as being at 
all laige. In fact, I am cert.ain it will exceed 

that amount The Gold-fields 

revenue is estimated at L.21,000 ; and tlie 
gold e.xjiort duty at L. 16,000. If the resolu- 
tion proposed by an honorable member for a 
reduction in the gold export duty is carried, 
the revenue derived from this source Avill [ito- 
bahly bo siiialler than is now estimated. . , 

. . . Hon. uiemhers Avill notice that we 

propose to appropriate a veiy large sum, the 
proposed ap]iropriations mnv amounting to 
L.518,688 11s. 2d. . . . The jiroposcd 
expenditure exceeds tlie revenue by some- 
where about L.16,000. To meet this defi- 
ciency we have the balance I have already 
pointed out of L12.000. There is one item 
in the appropriations which avo do notcx]>cct 
Avill he required. That is the item of L. 10,000 
for immigration. We have ]nit it down to 
kcci> the home agency going, in the event, of 
the Agent-General of the Colony not Avorkiiig 
harmoniously with this Province, but avc do 
not expect we Avill be called u])on to pay this 
sum. At any r.ate, if we have to pay it we 
expect to have it refunded by the General 
Government. We have, in fram- 

ing the Estim-ites, improved to some extent 
the jiosit'on of the civil servants. We thought 
that as things Avere prosperous, and all sorts 
of labour were commanding higher rates than 
ill times of stagnation and dejiression, avc 
thought it only right ami fair to the servants 
of the Government that they should partici’ 
pato to some extent in the improved posit, ioi 
of .affairs.

GEOLOr.IUAL SURVEY OP THE PROVING!. 

Mr Oliver moved— “ That, in the npiiion 
of this Council, it is verv desirable tint the 
geological survey of the Province, whiri was 
begun by Dr Hector, should be completd, and 
that the (lovernracnt be requested toobtain 
as soon possiblo tho services of a coiipetcnt 
gcologi.st for that purpose.” In siqpoi t of j 
his motion, the hon. luciuber said : — i think, ] 
Sir, that this resolution must coiiunSid itself j 
to every member of this Council. Tli.at a 
scientific examination of tho gcolnlical fea- 
tures of a new country is neccssan demands 
no proof — it is self-evident. Evoi in cotin- 
trics Avhich have no known minenl rosourccs 
it Avoiikl be desirable, but still more in a 
country Avliicli, like Otago, abouids in mine- 
ral wealth. Every one admits hat the min- 



ing interest is a very important one amongst 
us. It is an interest, however, Avhich, more, 
almost, than any otlior, is speculative and 
uncertain. The boldness Avith which mining 
enterprises are undertaken, in tho absence of 
any reliable information as to tho probabili- 
ties of success, is surprising, and shows the 
courage of our miners in a very marked man- 
ner. I think, Sir, that anything w'o can do 
to make this industry more certain in its ope- 
rations will have the eft'ect of preventing 
waste of energy and capital, as well as of en- 
couraging still greater eflbrts and the useful 
employment of a far larger amount of capital. 
Well, Sir, by completing the geological sur- 
vey of the Province Ave shall effect this. 
Every year new facts are recorded and gene- 
ralised. Geology ia constantly shedding new 
light on the operations of Nature in forming 
the earth’s surface as we find it. The work 
which the resolution asks the Government 
to undertake has been undertaken for them- 
selves by nearly every British community. In 
Victoria, New South Wales, Queensland, Capo 
of Good Hope, and in the Province of Can- 
terbury surveys have been made. Here the 
necessity was early recognised, and soon after 
the discovery of gold we obtained the assis- 
tance of Dr Hector. Unfortun.atoiy for ns, 
the General GoA'crnmeiit needed a geologist, 
and recognising the eminent qualities of Dr 
Hector, they offered inducement to him, 
which deprived us of his services. It is for 
us now to say Avhetlier the good work which 
was begun by us at considerable expense, and 
Avliich expense is up to this tiuic almost thrown 
away, since Dr Hector’s reports have never 
been properly published, shall be folloAved 
up and linisiied— whether, in fact, wo shall 
avail ourselves of tlie help whicli science is 
able to afford us. I feel certain that had the 
survey which was begun hy Dr H ectoi' been 
completed, and liad the results of that survey 
been published in the form of a handbook of 
the geology of Otago — a handbook written 
in proper phraseology, and excluding as 
far as practicable the use of technical scien- 
tific terms, the miners would ere noiv have 
been able to enrich hie stores of geolo- 
gical knowledge— to add many an interesting 
fact to the general stock In such an under- 
taking, the question of whether it will pay 
need not be thought of. It might be regarded 
as Otago’s contribution to the Avorld’s physi- 
cal history, but even on this economical 
ground 1 ask the Council to vote for the re- 
solution, believing nothing we can do will 
tend more to the saving of labour, the pre- 
venting of Avaste, and tho enriching our in- 
dustries. 

The motion was sreonded by Mr Stout, and 
carried unaniniouslv.

ACTION FOR TRESFASS. 

Thomas Hudson, hotelkeeper, Carrlckton, was 
charged on the complaint of Charles Colclough, 
accountant, of Cromwoli, with being a trespasser 
in and upon a certain piece of ground belonging 
to the complainant ; and further, with refusing 
to quit occupation tliereof, to the damago of 
complainant. 

Defendant pleaded he was not a trespasser. 

Complainant, being sworn, stated : I pin tho 
owner of a certain building at Carricktr anil 
defendant is my tenant. Some time agiY'e^ i-avs 
biin notice to quit, which lie refused to '' 
the ground that ho held a imsincss licr' ' e 
the site. He afterwards became insolvent, anti 
1 purchased the business license from the Pro- 
visional Trustee. 1 also took out a reneival 
of the Imsiness license in my own name. J 
went up to Carrickton on the lOtb, and placed 
Alfred Short in possession of the premises on 
my behalf. Hudson afterwards positively re. 
fused to leave the premises, and hence I ww 
obliged to bring tbs present action. 

Alfred Short gave evidence as to taking pos- 
session. 

Defendant, sworn : 1 do not consider I am a 
trcsp.ssser on Jtr Colclough 's ground at all. 
The business license sold by my trustee refeta 
to the ground occupied by my stable ; it was 
not applicable to tho site of the house. The 
stable and house .are attached. To the best of 
my belief I was never asked by a policeman to 
produce my business license between the llth 
of July 1872 and the time I became insolvent, 

By the Bench i I can’t tell whether I urged 
in Court (in a previous action) that I held a 
business license for the ground on which the 
hotel Stood. 

Thjs was .all the evidence. 

The finding of the Court M as as follows 
“That Thomas Hudson is a tresnas-ser on ground 
the property of Charles (.hilclou'gb, acquired by 
him from Hudson’s trustee, and now held under 
a business license. No title produced by Hud- 
son. Order Thomas Hudson to remove himself 
his family, servants, goods .anti chattels from ths 
ground at present occupied by the hotel preri- 
ously known as Hudson’s ; and failing hie so 
removing himself, a w.arrant to issue on the 21st 
.luly to cause him so to remove. Defendant to 
pay costs — 11s.”

Duffy’s Plogginj. 

At 10 o’clock on Monday, the 14th Instant, 
the punishment of flogging was inflicted on a 
prisoner named William Duffy, who was sen- 
tenced at the recent sessions of the Supreme 
Court, by his Honor Mr Justice Chapman-, 
to two years’ imprisonment with hard labour, 
and in addition to receive 2.5 lashes with the 
cat-o’-nine-tails, for attempting to commit a 
rape upon the person of a female child at the 
Duustan. -The flogging was aduiinistefcd in 
the Stockade Yard, in the presence of the 
Provincial Surge<m, Mr Caldwell, the Gover- 
nor of the Gaol, and other officials. The 
prisoner, who is a somewhat slightly Vmilt 
nan, was formerly a soldier in the 95th Regi- 
ment of foot. He was brought from his cell 
by Sergeant Watson, and apneared very pale 
from nervous excitement. The expression of 
Ids face was somewhat anxious, but he walked 
np to the triangle' collectedly and steadily, as 
if he had m.ado up his mind to the punish- 
ment, and after barin'g himself to the waist 
by taking off bis shirt, stood with his feet 
ttigetlier, and a hand grasping e.ach front leg 
of the triangle. The flagcllator — a tall power- 
ful man, formerly a bo.itawaiu in the Iloval 
N.avy — tied him wdtli the straps, under the 
direction of Mr Caldwell, and then took his 
position with the c.at, testing the correctness 
of the reach by baying it gentlv on the cul- 
prit’s b.ack. At the side stood tho Provincial 
flurgeon and Medical Officer of the Gaol, &c, 
The signal leaving been given, the flaggellator 
swung the cat twice round his head to give 
the blow impetus, and with the third sweep 
hronglit it down on the right shoiilder, dr;nv- 
ing from the prisoner an exclamation of pain. 
The stroke was given with a will, and the 
track of the cords and dents of the knots 
could he triiced on the skin — the pain evi- 
dently increasing as the strokes descended. 
AVe will not go into further detail regarding 
the effect of the liislies, and it will suffice to 
say that Duffy was well and truly whipped, 
as he deserved to be . — Dailii Times. 



Mr Mackay and tko Wife of Rewi.

A Martyr to Scienca. 

The following .story is vouched for by the 
Son Franeise') JVe’di LeMer, and tlioreforo 
must be true.

He will saunter 
behind a fellow's legs looking as demure as 
possible, select the most fleshy part, and, 
without saying a word, make a huge bite and 
hang there, steadfastly resisting every blan- 
dishment in the way of yells, kicks, clubs, 
&0., to induce him to desist. Jowlcr lets 
him run loos-a in liis back yard. With a 
mind couscioiis of rectitude, our hero climbed 
over the fence as calmly as Daniel enters the 
lions’ den in Birnuni's menagerie. William 
was at the other end of the lot, his equani- 
mity roused to a pitch of excitement border- 
ing on distraction by some playful boys, who 
were poking him with sharp sticks through 
the pickets ; but on seeing the intruder he 
made remarkable time towards bun. The 
undaunted Briggs stooped d<iwn with his 
hands on his knees and hurled at tho ap- 
proimhing animal a most searching look, 
enough to pierce his very soul. Now what 
folloivs may be deemed incredible by scienti- 
fic men, but the truth must be told.

Revival among the Pugilists. 

The adaptability of the English rate Is held 
to be among the principal causes of the 
national greatness, and it is with mudi satis- 
faction that we note the admirable ilustr.a 
tion of this ciVfiaoity which is being iiforded 
us by the members of a once popular jrofes- 
siou.

and ex-champion of England, would preaci, 
or in his own words, “ fight for the Gospel” 
Bendigo, it is stated, was converted some sx 
weeks ago, much to the satisfaction of tie 
Magistrate of Nottingham, and the amaz;- 
meiit of the Nottinghan Lambs, by Riclmrl 
Weaver, the collier, and another revivalis:, 
named Tukc. The new convert, who is dt 
scribed as a “stout, strong-built man, d 
square face, with spectacles on nose,’ 
preached, we learn, “with considerable zeal.l 
but without luuch oratical finish.” This, 
however, was only to he expected, and wo 
have no doubt that Mr Bendigo will improve 
b<ith in style and “ delivery.” ' In the mean- 
time it is moat gratifying to learn that a 
“ deputation is about to wait on .lem W.ard, 
to get him to follow Bendigo’s example.” 
We shall watch rvith the greatest interest tho 
result of the .application to Mr Ward, npon 
whose favourable couutoiiancc (if we may use 
such .a phrase without fear of misconstruc- 
tion) much of the suece.ss..of the new move- 
ment will doubtless dopeud. And in the 
present aspect of tho denominational ques- 
tion, and considering tlic mutual attitude of 
rival sects, the acce.ssion to any one denoini- 
nation of a large body of converts di'awn from 
the class to which Messrs Ward and Bendigo 
belong, might turn out to be an event of con- 
siderable importance. 



Ths Wrest of the Atlantic. 

From tho London correspmidont's letter to 
tho D.idy Tim'’s, we take the following fur- 
ther particulars regarding tho wreck of the 
Atlantic : — 

“ Tho enquiry at Halifax into tho loss of 
tho Atlantic has terminated. Tho judgment 
commends the conduct of tho officers of the 
ship after sho had struck, but condemus her 
management from tho time her courso was 
changed, ami cspoeially the captain’s conduct 
in leaving the dock at midnight. His cer- 
tificate might bo cancelled, but considering 
the efforts he made to save life, it is only re- 
voked for two years. Tho fourth officer is 
suspended for three months. Forty out of 
tho crew of tho Atlantic have reached Liver- 
pool, among them the second stewaid and the 
chief saloon steward. Both of them state 
that tho shortness of stores had notliiiig to do 
with making for Halifax, as when the ship 
struck she had four days fresh provision on 
bo.avd, and salt meat for eight or nine days 
longer. All the survivors are .said to regard 
the captain as solely responsible for the catas- 
trophe. 

“ It is painful to remark how the conduct 
of the sailors of the Atlantic appears In darker 
colours with each successive account which 
reaches us of the details of the wreck. A 
letter from one of the survivors states that 
ho and his newly-married wife were .alarmed 
by the striking of tho ship, and rushed up- 
stairs just as the sailors were fastening the 
doors down to prevent tho passengers from 
crowding on deck. They both got into a 
life-boat, when tlie sailors threatened to 
‘ knock their heads off,’ if they did not get 
out. Perceiving them to be in eanie.st, Mr 
Bateman took his wife out of the boat, think- 
ing they might as well be drowned as mur- 
dered, and helped her on to the rigging, 
wliere they clung together for nine lioui-s- - 
tlie husband trying, by triotion, to keep his 
wife from being benumbed, until a falling 
piece of tim’oer crushed his hand. At last 
the poor wife became delirious, foamed at 
the mouth, and then dropped into tho sea, 
alrc.ady dead with cold and terror. Five 
cousins who were accompanying the B.ite- 
mans to America wore all lust, and he alone 
survives of the seven who sailed from Eng- 
land together on the ill-omened voyage. Tiie 
loss of all the women ami children on board 
the Atlantic is now fully explained. Mrs 
Batcm.au was the only female ivho— thanks 
to her husband — ivas able to escajie out of the 
steerage, the sailors having shut in all tho 
rest to be drowned like vennin in a trap.”
